Independent claims 1,11 and 19, when considered as a whole, are allowable over 
the Prior Art of record. Specifically, the Prior Art of record fails to teach that the 
information processing system having the first generation means to generate the first 
image for browsing corresponding to the first data, the second generation means to 
generate the second image for browsing corresponding to. the second data, the first 
designation means to designate display positions of the first image and the second image 
along the virtual line so that the first image overlaps at least the portion of the second 
image, and the first operating dial to display the first image and the second image at the 
display positions designated by the first designation means, wherein the first operating 
dial is the rotating or turning type dial, wherein the first operating dial controls the 
display of the first image and the second image such that the first image and the second 
image are aligned with the set of images in the curve which constitutes the circle, spirally 
with the set of images in the three-dimensional space or with the set of images in a planar 
manner.
